Notable Campaign. 


Logansport, 
Ind., 
Jan. 
15.—Isaac 
Washington Brown, the “bird and bee 
man,” who has lectured in every state 
in the Union on the neees jity of con­ 
serving and propagating the birds of 
the country and who prosecuted his 
research work for years under the pat­ 
ronage of Helen Gould, last night 
closed his career as a public lecturer 
in this city, where he started it thir­ 
teen years ago. 
It was a whim of Colonel Brown that 
he close his career as a lecturer here 
because in the first public lecture he 
ever gave, which was delivered here, 
he made a prophecy and pronounced a 
warning which, he says, went unheed­ 
ed, but the prophecy is fulfilled.

Washingto n, Jan. 15.—An agreement 
practically has been reached by Presi­ 
dent Wilso n and Demo cratic leaders 
o f the ju diciary co mmittee o f the sen­ 
ate and ho u se to the anti-tru st legisla­ 
tio n to be enacted at the present ses­ 
sio n o f co ngress. 
The legislatio n will 
be presented in the fo rm o f an admin­ 
istratio n measu re, as was the tariff 
and the cu rrency rev isio n bills. 
The anti-tru st bill first will be intro ­ 
du ced in the ho u se with the president’s 
appro v al, and ev ery effo rt will be made 
to press it thro u gh to enactment in a 
co mparativ ely sho rt time. 
Two reaso ns actu ate the president 
in desiring to pro cu re the enactment

ditio ns o n the farm. 
The department 
has already do ne so me wo rk alo ng this 
line, bu t the secretary desires to go 
deeper into the m atter o f helping the 
wiv es and dau ghters and sisters o f the 
farmers. 
So me time ago the department o f 
agricu ltu re addressed a circu lar letter 
to 5 5 ,000 wo men who liv e o n farms 
thro u gho u t the United States. 
An­ 
swers to this letter are being receiv ed 
daily . Thi3 letter asked no qu estio ns, 
bu t left ev ery wo ftian to discu ss any j 
need that o ccu rred to her. 
She was 
inv ited to take u p the matter with her 
neighbo rs and make the reply that 
represented no t merely her perso nal 
ideas o f refo rms, bu t the su ggestio ns 
o f the wo men o f her co mmu nity . 
There has no t been su fficient time fo r 
a co mplete analy sis o f these answers, 
bu t fro m tho .se that hav e so far been 
read it !s ev ident that farm wo men 
wish federal help in practically ev ery 
phase o f ho me management, fro m the 
rearing and care o f children to meth 
o ds o f hav ing the heav y ho u seho ld 
wo rk do ne by co -o perativ e agencies. 
The o v erwo rk o f farm wo men and 
their fear o f the ill effect o f o v erwo rk 
o n their children made u p the tex ts o f 
sco res o f these letters. 
The serv ant 
pro blem, the department o f agricu ltu re 
has sho wn, is ano ther thing that has 
added to the farm ho u sekeeper’s bu r­ 
den.
